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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .172(a) as the assignee has not 
established its ownership interest in the patent for which reissue is being requested. An 
assignee must establish its ownership interest in order to support the consent to a 
reissue application required by 37 CFR 1.172(a). The assignee's ownership interest is 
established by: 

(a) filing in the reissue application evidence of a chain of title from the original 
owner to the assignee, or 

(b) specifying in the record of the reissue application where such evidence is 
recorded in the Office (e.g., reel and frame number, etc.). 

The submission with respect to (a) and (b) to establish ownership must be signed 
by a party authorized to acton behalf of the assignee. See MPEP § 1410.01. 

An appropriate paper satisfying the requirements of 37 CFR 3.73 must be 
submitted in reply to this Office action. 

2. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed. 

3. Claims 1-34 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth above.

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Response to Arguments 

5. Regarding the requirement for the assignee to establish ownership by submitting 
an appropriate paper satisfying the requirements of 37 CFR 3.73, while the Remarks 
(see page 8, pars. 2 and 3) imply that such a paper has been submitted, the examiner 
can find no record to support this implication and therefore must repeat the request. 

6. Regarding the rejection of claim 29 under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being an improper 
recapture of broadened claimed subject matter surrendered in the application for patent 
upon which the present reissue is based, in view of applicants' amendments, the third 
step in the recapture analysis as detailed in Pannu, 258 F.3d at 1371 , 59 USPQ2d at 
1600, is no longer met, thus obviating continued rejection. 

7. Claims 1-34 are allowable. One of the reasons for allowance is the inclusion of 
the recited mode selection means.
